Chinese Hibiscus is the rose, ers.

Mallow (H. Moscheutos) which
grows as a perennial, drying
to «the ground in winter to
come hack in the Spring. The
hybrid rose Mallows are hardy
in all 1rvn<‘ of the state and
produce large, beautifully
colored white, pink, and red
flowers. This Hibiscus  per-
fnrm: best in hot situations—
a fanm corner or against a
wall. Give rich soil and water
enqugh to keep roots moist.

A tropical plant with strik-
ing blooms, the Bird-of-Para-
dise (Strelitzia Reginae) makes
a handsome planting in a tro-
pical garden. In the coastal
areas of the state, give it full
sun; inland tend to light
shade. The Bird-of-Paradise
will reach five feet with gray
green bananalike leaves and
spectacular orange, blue and
white flowers on stiff stems.
These fiowers bloom intermit-
tently throughout the year
and are long lasting in the
garden as well as in cut ar-
rangements,
